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Appeal 

for ‘calm’ 

before 

carnival 

protest 


Police will deploy 7,000 
officers to keep public safe

ANARCHISTS and activists are 
threatening to hijack next wek- 
end’s Notting Hill Carnival, 
prompting Kensington MP Victoria 
Borwick to call for calm before the 
big event. 

The anarchist group Class War is 
planning a protest against “police 
brutality” and “to celebrate black re¬ 
sistance” on the evening of Monday, 
August 29th, gathering on the junc¬ 
tion of Ladbroke Grove and Kensal 
Road. 

The group says the demonstration 
will be held to protest against the 
deaths of people in police custody. 

Class War says it also is mounting 
the march through Notting Hill in 
protest against the death of Alton 
Sterling, the 37-year-old man who was 
fatally shot by police in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, in July. 

In a call up for activists to join what 
it claims will be a peaceful protest, 
Class War says: “We will be marching 
not only for Alton Sterling but also 
march for those killed at home.” 

As residents prepare to board up 
their homes, the Met is expected to de¬ 
ploy up to 7,000 police officers, includ¬ 
ing riot squads on standby, to protect 


public safety. Organisers have doubled 
the number of stewards for this year’s 
Carnival and the Met is expected to de¬ 
ploy at least 7,000 officers, the same 
strength as last year, to maintain pub¬ 
lic order. 

Riot police will be on standby. Last 
year riots squads were called in after 
other officers were pelted with bottles 
near Ladbroke Road station. 

More than 400 people were arrested 
and there were 21 assaults on police of¬ 
ficers as last year’s Carnival saw a 
surge in violence and knife crime. 

As last year saw the greatest number 
of arrests at the Carnival in a decade, 
residents who regularly board up their 
homes are hoping that this year’s 
event, to be held over the Sunday and 
Monday of the Bank Holiday break, 
will be trouble free. 

Kensington’s MP Victoria Borwick 
has issued an appeal for calm at the 
Carnival. 

“It is vitally important that this 
year’s Carnival is a safe event that the 
whole family can enjoy,” said the MP 
in a statement. 

Sources say that Lady Borwick and 
city authorities are deeply concerned 
that activist groups will disrupt the 
Carnival.

A N educational charity is 
tapping into the spirit of 
the Notting Hill Carnival 
to help young Londoners dis¬ 
cover cultures from around the 
world. 

Ann Beatty, chief executive of 
the Steve Sinnott Foundation, 
believes the capital’s legendary 
street party provides the perfect 
opportunity to teach children 
about diversity. 

In an exclusive interview with 
London Weekly News, she said 
the charity wanted to spread the 
message of “education for all” 
during carnival week. 

Thousands are expected to fill 
the streets for the song and 
dance extravaganza over the 
bank holiday weekend. 

But Ms Beatty, 5f says the car¬ 
nival has a unique role to play 
in helping youngsters learn 
about the melting pot of cultures 
living side by side in London. 

“I have been going to carnival 
myself for many years. It is 
quite natural for me - but many 
young people have not had the 
same opportunity,” she said. 

“I think it’s such a good oppor¬ 
tunity for people to gain a better 
understanding of different cul¬ 
tures - even if it’s just trying dif¬ 
ferent food or listening to 
different music.” 

The charity has teamed up 
with dance band Cocoyea, who 
are celebrating 35 years playing 
at the carnival, to take part in 
the parade on Sunday. 

Around 40 children from all 
over London have been attend¬ 
ing the charity’s workshops in 
Willesden Green to design their 
own costumes, create artworks 
and make music especially for 
the carnival celebration. 

Ms Beatty said the creative 
classes had helped to spread the 
message about the traditions of 
carnival, while educating the 
children about life in some of 
the poorest African countries, 
where the foundation is cur¬ 
rently leading a series of major 
development projects. 

The charity has schemes oper¬ 
ating in Haiti, Sierra Leone, 
Nepal, Ghana and Uganda in a 


bid to improve access to educa¬ 
tion. 

Ms Beatty, who worked for two 
years in Sierra Leone before tak¬ 
ing up a role with the founda¬ 
tion in 2015, added: “We are very 
excited to take part in the carni¬ 
val and get the message out 
there that every child has the 
right to access quality education 
wherever they are or whatever 
their circumstances. 

“What teachers [in Africa] 
have said to us is that what they 
lack is resources and being able 
to connect to the outside world. 
They know what the challenges 
are, they just need support to do 
it themselves. 

“The idea is to offer them real¬ 
istic, manageable and sustain¬ 
able solutions going forward 
into the future.” 

Born in West Hampstead, Ms 
Beatty took over the reins at the 
foundation last year. 

She said the children had been 
inspired by a series of story¬ 
telling workshops which in¬ 


volved speakers sharing their 
own thoughts on what education 
means to them. 

“Some of the young people 
have been fantastic,” she said. 
“They have found out about new 
countries and their different 
customs and have really got 
stuck in.” 

Looking ahead, Ms Beatty said 
she also wanted to develop a se¬ 
ries of animated films to explain 
to children the challenges facing 
different countries, while work¬ 
ing with other education 
providers to spread the message. 

She added: “We have been re¬ 
ally inspired by the enthusiasm 
shown for the charity’s ‘Educa¬ 
tion for All’ awareness pro¬ 
gramme and the innovative 
ways in which schools and com¬ 
munity groups have embraced 
it. 

“So many of them have taken a 
lead in supporting a movement 
that is responding to one of the 
most pressing issues of our 
times.”

ANARCHISTS PLANNING DOUBLE PROTEST 


MP calls for calm after 


threats to disrupt carnival

FEARS are growing that vio¬ 
lent street fighting could 
erupt again at the Notting 
Hill Carnival as anarchists 
and activists are planning to 
hijack the festival to mount 
demonstrations to protest for 
the Black Lives Matter cam¬ 
paign. 

Kensington’s MP Victoria 
Borwick has made an appeal 
for calm after extremists 
warned that they want to 
“take over” the Carnival and 
are calling for supporters to 
“rise up”. 

As residents prepare to 
board up their homes, the Met 
is expected to deploy up to 
7,000 police officers, including 
riot squads on standby, to pro¬ 
tect public safety. 

The anarchist group Class 
War is planning a protest 
against “police brutality” and 
“to celebrate black resis¬ 
tance” on the evening of Mon¬ 
day August 29 th , gathering at 
6 pm on the junction of Lad- 
broke Grove and Kensal 
Road. 

The group - which boasts 
on its website, “we don’t want 
to kick the Tories out to re¬ 
place them with Labour or 
any variety of failed Trots, we 
don’t want to kick them out at 
all, we want to kick them in!” 
- says the demonstration will 
be held to protest against the 
deaths of people in police cus¬ 
tody. 

Class War, which marked 
the recent death of the Duke 
of Westminster with a Face- 
book post saying “the only 
good toff is a ****ing dead 
one”, says it also is mounting 
the march through Notting 
Hill in protest against the 
death of Alton Sterling, the 
37-year-old man who was fa¬ 
tally shot by police in Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, in July. 

In a call up for activists to 
join what it claims will be a 
peaceful protest, Class War 
says: “We will be marching 
not only for Alton Sterling 
but also march for those 
killed at home. Some people 
might be thinking why 
protest at Carnival? What 
does Notting Hill Carnival 
have to do with protesting? 

“In December it was an¬ 


nounced that the Government 
and policing authority is at¬ 
tempting to charge Carnival 
Goers tickets to enter Notting 
Hill Carnival. 

“This is not a surprise to 
many of us, and is just the 
next step in the authorities 
long-running campaign to 
shut Carnival down. 

“Their campaign to end Car¬ 
nival is tied to the ever-grow¬ 
ing social cleansing of West 
London and Notting Hill. 
Over the past 10-15 years Not¬ 
ting Hill and Ladbroke Grove 
areas have seen black shops 
close, families evicted and 
moved, estates ear-marked 
for demolition and youth 
clubs and services scrapped. 
Gentrification in Notting Hill 
and West London areas has 
brought on a backlash against 
Carnival by an older estab¬ 
lished and now younger gen¬ 
eration of white middle class 
residents only concerned 
about their property values 
and developments. 

“Institutional racism within 
the police and government 
has caused years of disrup¬ 
tion and hardship to the black 
communities and organisers 
of Notting Hill Carnival.” 

It adds: “In the last five 
years, sound systems integral 
to Carnival have been shut 
down, removed or banned. 
This is evidently biased by 
the way in which black music 
crews have been the primary 
target of a campaign to limit 
and erase the roots of Notting 
Hill Carnival. Black youth 
are heavily stopped, frisked, 
searched and victimised for 
doing nothing apart from 
being young and black in 
Britain. 

“They want a Notting Hill 
Carnival which is ticketed, 
commercialised and popu¬ 
larised. They want to take the 
black out of Mas (Caribbean 
slang for masquerade). We 
want a Mas that jumps up to 
the sound of Soca, Calipso 
and Reggae. We want a Mas 
that is defiant, strong and 
proud of our culture and our 
struggle. 

“Carnival is one of the last 
bastions of Black Caribbean 
Culture and Resistance. Rise 
up, learn and defend what our 
grandparents and parents 
created.”

Another Black Lives Matter 
(BLM) protest at the Carnival 
is planned in conjunction 
with activists from the revo¬ 
lutionary Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP). Planning for 
this began last month when 
more than 100 BLM support¬ 
ers gathered at a mosque in 
East London. 

Reporting on the meeting, 
the Socialist Worker newspa¬ 
per wrote: “Weyman Bennett 
from the SWP argued, ‘We 
need to take over part of Car¬ 
nival with Black Lives Mat¬ 
ter. When I was young, the 
police didn’t tell us when Car¬ 
nival finished, we told them. 
We need to take it back.’” 

The paper added: “Harold 
from south London agreed, 
‘We want to reclaim Notting 
Hill from Tories such as 
David Cameron who live 
there.’ 

“Activists agreed that mobil¬ 
ising for a BLM bloc at Not¬ 
ting Hill Carnival on August 
Bank Holiday is going to be 
decisive.”

“The way it’s looking could 
be problematic, reading about 
what these groups are plan¬ 
ning is worrying,” said an as¬ 
sociate. 

A poll commissioned of Not¬ 
ting Hill residents by Victoria 
Borwick earlier this year and 
confirmed by ComRes found 
that 63 per cent of respon¬ 
dents were concerned about 
knife crime at the Carnival. 

A press release issued by 
the MP added: “Policing costs 
now exceed more than £8 mil¬ 
lion and a third of Met police 
resources are diverted to the 
event during the bank holi¬ 
day weekend. This is in addi¬ 
tion to the £138,000 
contributed by the GLA to¬ 
wards stewarding costs. Local 
councils are also faced with a 
bill of over £800,000 for the 
clear-up and provision of toi¬ 
let facilities. 

“These costs compare dra¬ 
matically to those of Pride in 
London, which hosts a simi¬ 
lar number of attendees in 
Central London at half the 
cost to the public purse.” 

The community supporting 
the 50-year-old Carnival could 
suffer if street violence erupts 
again this year as it would 
strengthen calls from resi¬ 
dents, which are unofficially 
supported by some quarters 
of the Met, for the event to be 
moved out of Notting Hill to 
Hyde Park, where it could be 
more easily policed at less 
cost. 


Murder charge after death of award-winning carer 


A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with the murder of a 
carer who was found dead in 
London's Hyde Park. 

Hani Khalaf, 21, of no fixed 
address, appeared before 
magistrates in Wimbledon on 
Saturday. 

Jairo Medina, 62, a profes¬ 
sional carer from Chelsea, 
was found near Speakers' Cor¬ 
ner on the morning of 12 Au¬ 
gust by a member of the 
public. 

A post-mortem examination 
did not find a cause of death, 
but showed that he had been 
assaulted, police said. 

Mr Khalaf was unshaven 


and wore 
a grey 
prison- 
issue 
tracksuit 
when he 
appeared 
at the 
magis¬ 
trates' 
court, 
speaking 
through an interpreter to con¬ 
firm his name and date of 
birth. 

He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody to appear at the Old Bai¬ 
ley today (Tuesday). 

Mr Medina, who lived in a 


flat in Cadogan Street, near 
Sloane Square, last year won 
an industry award for the 
care he has given to Joe 
Behrens, 95, since his diagno¬ 
sis with Alzheimer’s four 
years ago. 

He was commended at the 
2015 Margaret Butterworth 
Awards for the “exemplary 
care, creativity, hard work 
and companionship” shown 
to Mr Behrens, a Jew who fled 
Nazi Germany for Zambia in 
1939 before moving to the UK 
with his wife and three chil¬ 
dren in the 1970s. 

In a testimonial at the time 
of the award, Mr Behren’s 


daughter-in-law Helen said: 
“Jairo is incredible at re¬ 
searching relevant activities. 
This input is really impor¬ 
tant, as it prompts Joe’s long 
term memory enabling him to 
retain his identity. 

“Jairo always finds music, 
documentaries and movies 
that Joe enjoys. Just last 
week they were listening to 
Bavarian music Joe knew 
and loved from his past. 

“It would just not be possi¬ 
ble for Joe to remain at home, 
where he is most content, 
without the live-in care that 
Jairo provides.” 



Alarming 

obesity 

KENSINGTON and Chelsea's 
youngest schoolchildren are 
more overweight than both the 
London and England average 
and are being condemned to 
the risks of a lifetime of obesity 
and dying early, a report has re¬ 
vealed. 

As controversy rages over the 
Government's "watered down" 
plans to cut the amount of 
sugar in food and drink popular 
with children, an official report 
into child obesity in Kensington 
& Chelsea, Hammersmith & Ful¬ 
ham and Westminster has re¬ 
vealed that the level of 
overweight children in the royal 
borough is among the most 
alarming in the capital, with al¬ 
most 14 per cent of Reception 
Year pupils being overweight. 

The report, by the West Lon¬ 
don Clinical Commissioning 
Group, also reveals that 23 per 
cent of children in Kensington 
and Chelsea are not doing 
enough exercise at school. 

The report reveals that while 
the level of overweight children 
in Reception Year [4-5-year- 
olds] in England is 12.8 percent 
and the London average and in 
Westminster is 12.1 per cent, in 
Hammersmith and Fulham it 
climbs to 12.7 per cent - and 
13.9 per cent in Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

More worryingly, the CCG 
found that as children get older 
the figures rocket. 

According to the group's re¬ 
search, obesity levels for Year 6 
children [aged 10-11] are 19.1 
per cent in England, 22.6 per 
cent London average, 21.5 per 
cent in Kensington and Chelsea, 
23.3 per cent in Hammersmith 
and Fulham and 24.5 per cent in 
Westminster. 

With around 20 out of every 
100 children in Kensington and 
Chelsea being obese, the CCG is 
deeply concerned for their fu¬ 
ture. 

"The World Health Organisa¬ 
tion regards childhood obesity 
as one of the most serious 
global public health challenges 
for the 21st Century. Obesity 
has a substantial impact on the 
health of children, both now 
and in the future," says the re¬ 
port. Levels of childhood obe¬ 
sity are predicted to further 
increase: it is suggested that by 
2050,70 per cent of girls and 55 
per cent of boys could be over¬ 
weight or obese. 

"Childhood obesity presents a 
major challenge to health and 
wellbeing and is associated 
with an increased risk of prema¬ 
ture mortality in adults, as well 
as poor health and develop¬ 
ment in children. 

"Childhood obesity also im¬ 
pacts on mental wellbeing, in¬ 
cluding increasing the risk of 
low self-esteem, anxiety, de¬ 
pression, bullying and poor ed¬ 
ucational attainment. 

"A pilot project has been de¬ 
veloped to tackle childhood 
obesity within one community 
called 'Go Golborne'. This is 
based on evidence that initia¬ 
tives to tackle obesity are most 
effective when they are de¬ 
signed at a local level, so they 
respond to the unique demo¬ 
graphic, economic and cultural 
characteristics of individual 
communities. 

"Golborne, in North Kensing¬ 
ton, was chosen for this pilot as 
it is densely populated and has 
relatively high levels of both 
childhood obesity and depriva¬ 
tion.

Mayor feels the Night Tube Vibe’ 


ALMOST three years since the 
plan was announced,the Night 
Tube has arrived in London. 

Trains are now running on 
the Victoria and Central lines 
on Fridays and Saturdays be¬ 
tween 12.30 am and 5.30 am. 

Transport for London (Tfl) es¬ 
timate that 50,000 passenegr- 
sused the service on Friday 
and that figure is expected to 
rise to 200,000. 

TfL said 6,500 people were 
recording entering Oxford Cir¬ 
cus overnight, while 4,250 pas¬ 
sengers exited Stratford 
station. 

The city's mayor, Sadiq 
Khan, said it was "wonderful" 
thousands of Londoners were 
able to benefit from the ser¬ 
vice, claiming the Night Tube 
would provide a "huge boost" 
to the capital. 

Mr Khan was among those to 
board the first Victoria line 
service in the early hours of 


Saturday. He chatted to passen¬ 
gers on the train, which de¬ 
parted from Brixton, south 
London, at 00.34 BST. 

Speaking at the launch of the 
service, he said: "You can feel 
the buzz, you can feel the vibe. 

"People are really excited. 

"What's important is we got 
the detail and the planning 
right. 

"I'm really pleased that 100 
days or so after becoming the 
mayor we've got that right." 

Trains are running every 10 
minutes on the full Victoria 
line and on the Central line be¬ 
tween White City and Leyton- 
stone. 

They now run approximately 
every 20 minutes between Eal¬ 
ing Broadway and White City 
and between Leytonstone and 
Loughton/Hainault. 

About 100 British Transport 
Police officers patrolled the 
network on the launch of the 


service. But Superintendent 
Chris Horton insisted there 
was "no reason" why passen¬ 
gers would not be as safe as 
during the day. 

He said the force would focus 
on "being visible" and ensuring 
it was "able to intervene in 
places that are likely to see sig¬ 
nificant issues". 

Plans for a Night Tube ser¬ 
vice were announced in 
November 2013, with Tfl saying 
there was a "huge demand" due 
to passenger numbers on 
weekends soaring by 70per 
cent since 2000. 

The service was intended to 
begin in September 2015, but 
strikes over pay delayed the 
start by nearly another year. 

Unions staged a series of 
strikes during July and August 
last year before an agreement 
was reached in March 2016.

A T THE risk of sounding a bit like a mafia don, I'm 
going to make you an offer that might just help 
you get rid of a pest. And before anyone thinks 
I've gone a bit Vito Corleone let me make it clear that I'm 
not talking about business partners, flatmates or even po¬ 
litical opponents, but the sort of uninvited houseguests 
that come in via broken drains and cracks in walls. 

Let's face it no one wants to share their home with rats, 
mice, bedbugs, ants or wasps. While the thought of it is 
bad enough the reality is a real pain. It's important to re¬ 
member that many vermin, rats and mice in particular, 
carry diseases that can cause serious illnesses. 

In the pantheon of pests I think it's fair to say that rats 
seem to capture the public imagination. I don't think a 
year goes by without stories appearing in the press about 
an invasion of'super rats'. The descriptions seem to get 
more and more alarming. Earlier this year I read head¬ 
lines warning of two-foot long rats and even cannibal 
rats. After checking in with our front-line staff as to 
whether I needed to buy a lion to protect me I was re¬ 
lieved to hear that we hadn't come across monsters like 
these in the borough yet, but we're vigilant. 

Seriously though, if you have a problem help is on hand.

In the pantheon of pests I think it's 
fair to say that rats seem to capture 
the public imagination .

While there are, of course, many commercial companies 
that specialise in getting rid of pests I'd like to give a plug 
to the Council's very own pest control service. Its officers 
have been helping residents and businesses tackle and 
control pests since 1963. It's a small but very well trained 
team of people who can advise you on what steps to take 
if you have an infestation and also carry out a range of 
treatments to get rid of them. Last year it made over 13,000 
visits to domestic and commercial premises. 

You can find out more about what the team does and 
what treatments cost by going to www.rbkc.gov.uk/pest- 
control 

It is also possible to take out a contract that provides 
peace of mind and cover for 12 months. This can be more 
cost effective than paying for individual treatment visits. 
You can go online to book and arrange a free appointment 
for an officer to visit and discuss your particular issues, 
be they ongoing monitoring or reactive treatments for 
many types of pest. Of course for those who'd prefer not to 
use the internet you can ring our Environmental Health¬ 
line on 020 7361 3002. 

I should point out that we are not able to provide pest 
control services for problems caused by bees, gulls or in¬ 
deed foxes on private or other land. 

Of course we can all play a part in making our homes 
and indeed the borough less appealing to a variety of pests. 
Put litter, particularly food, in bins and make sure your 
domestic rubbish goes out on the correct day.

Celebrating 45 
years of the 
Westway Trust 

Westway Trust Chair, Alan 
Brown, invites everyone to a 
celebration of the local commu¬ 
nity as Westway Trust marks its 
45th Anniversary. 

ORIGINALLY formed as the North 
Kensington Amenity Trust in 1971, this 
year Westway Trust celebrates 45 years 
as custodian of the 23 acres of land 
under the Westway flyover. 

Over the years we've worked with 
the community to take a barren 
stretch of wasteland and turn it into a 
hub of local community, sporting, cre¬ 
ative and entrepreneurial activity: 
From the 1970s when much of the cur¬ 
rent architecture was put in place, 
through the 1980s when the distinc¬ 
tive market canopy appeared, the 
1990s when we began to support 
local supplementary schools and the 
2000s when the Vintage Market went 
from strength to strength, and to 
today where we sit on the threshold of 
the next stage in the Trust's life. 

Ever since the land under the West¬ 
way appeared it has been the source 
of some incredible community action, 
not least the campaign to turn the 
land over to the community that led 
to the formation of theTrust in the first 
place. 

Shortly after the Trust was born An¬ 
thony Perry was appointed as our first 
Director and was given a dangerously 
derelict house as an office, virtually no 
budget and was written off by those 
in power. Regardless, he worked tire¬ 
lessly, creating football pitches where 
local children challenged him to a 
match, a theatre when a young hope¬ 
ful said he had nowhere to perform, 
and playing a big role in supporting 
the success of the Notting Hill Carni¬ 
val's pioneers. 

In more recent years the estate has 
hosted parts of the superb and influ¬ 
ential Portobello Film Festival, pro¬ 
vided a home for successful 
independent fashion brands likeTrap- 
star and What Katie Did, and housed 
sports facilities that are already used 
more than half a million times every 
year. From its penniless origins the 
Trust now generates enough income 
to be largely independent of external 
funders and to allow us to support 
wonderful community programmes 
like the network of 14 local supple¬ 
mentary schools that provide ex¬ 
tracurricular help to nearly 700 
students who might not be able to af¬ 
ford it otherwise. 

The Trust is also able support the 
creation of social enterprises like the 
Pop-Up Creche that provides mobile 
childcare that allows parents to access 
training and work where they 
wouldn't otherwise. 

Of course resting on our laurels is 
not an option and developments 
being planned and consulted on at 
the moment are part of an ambitious 
project to protect the parts of the area 
that are thriving, to revive some parts 
that need support, and to look for¬ 
ward and make sure that North Kens¬ 
ington presents the kind of exciting 
opportunities to the next generation 
that it once presented to me and 
many others. Our 45th anniversary is 
therefore a fantastic opportunity to re¬ 
flect on the impact and potential of 
the Westway estate, and to celebrate 
what has been achieved here by all 
the community groups and individu¬ 
als that have been part of an incredi¬ 
ble last 45 years. 

Given how much has been achieved 
through local collaboration it's fitting 
that our 45th anniversary celebration 
should be held alongside another 
local organisation. So I'm glad we've 
joined with Portobello Film Festival for 
a party that will also mark their 21st 
anniversary. The evening of Friday 
September 16th will be a celebration 
at Acklam Village of community 
achievements past, and to dream of 
those still to come.

T HE nervous wait was finally 
over for A level students last 
week as a set of impressive re¬ 
sults put London’s high-flyers on the 
path to university. 

There were cele¬ 
brations at schools 
across Hammer¬ 
smith and Ful¬ 
ham, Kensington 
and Chelsea and 
the City of West¬ 
minster as en¬ 
velopes were torn 
open. 

Many schools re¬ 
ported improve¬ 
ments on last 
year’s results with 
hundreds of stu¬ 
dents securing 
university and ap- 
prenticeship 
places. 

Initial projec¬ 
tions indicated 
that overall grades 
were up in Ham¬ 
mersmith and Ful¬ 
ham, while 

students in Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea performed well 
above the national average once 
again. 

Westminster schools - home to some 
of the highest achievers in the coun¬ 
try - were also celebrating success as 
the results were announced on Thurs¬ 
day (August 18). 

Records were smashed at the Hol¬ 
land Park and Cardinal Vaughan 
schools in Kensington as an impres¬ 
sive set of grades marked a standout 
year. 

Holland Park’s best ever set of re¬ 
sults saw more than half of all grades 
awarded at A* or A - double the na¬ 
tional average. Cardinal Vaughan en¬

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Civic leaders join in call for new 
runway at Gatwick, not Heathrow 



Council chiefs united to back the expansion of Gatwick airport

TOWN hall bosses have united behind calls for 
a second runway at Gatwick Airport - not 
Heathrow. 

Council leaders in Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham and Kensington and Chelsea were among 
those urging the Prime Minister to block the 
airport’s controversial expansion plans and 
give the green light to develop Gatwick in¬ 
stead. 

A cross-party group of 11 London councils 
wrote to Theresa May last week warning of the 
“broad and growing consensus” behind the 
Gatwick bid. 

Senior councillors pledged to work with min¬ 
isters to support the airport’s “bold and ambi¬ 
tious project”. 

Heathrow is widely tipped to win the race for 
expansion, although ministers have delayed a 
final decision until the autumn following the 
EU referendum and change of political leader¬ 
ship. 

In a fresh appeal, councillors Stephen Cowan 
(Hammersmith and Fulham) and Nicholas 
Paget-Brown (Kensington and Chelsea) high¬ 
lighted the potential boost to housing, jobs and 
economic growth. 

A letter jointly signed by the 11 council lead¬ 
ers said: “Over the last 20 years we have wit¬ 
nessed a succession of failed attempts to 
increase capacity at Heathrow. 

“The environmental impacts, legal barriers, 
taxpayer costs and political opposition are just 
too great to overcome. 

“We now know that Gatwick expansion offers 
a similar economic stimulus to Heathrow but 
with no cost to the public purse and a fraction 


of the environmental upheaval. 

“It does not face the same legal obstacles and 
would create a more balanced, resilient and 
competitive airports network rather than 
putting all of our eggs in the Heathrow basket.” 

Welcoming the support of council leaders, 
Gatwick chief executive Stewart Wingate said: 
“London has united behind Gatwick expansion 
as the only scheme that gives us guaranteed 
growth while limiting the impact on the envi¬ 
ronment.” 


Heathrow became the favourite to secure 
government backing for its third runway 
after the Sir Howard Davies Commission 
recommended its expansion plan last year. 

But a decision is not expected to be made 
until at least October, according to former 
transport secretary Patrick McLoughlin. 

Nigel Milton, director of external affairs at 
Heathrow, said: “Heathrow expansion is no 


longer a choice between the environment or 
the economy - our plans will benefit both. 

“Polling shows that a majority of our neigh¬ 
bours recognise that a third runway will cre¬ 
ate tens of thousands of local jobs, ending 
youth unemployment in the communities 
closest to the airport, as well as reducing 
noise impacts and meeting air quality rules.” 



Teenager escapes jail after 
carrying a sawn-off shotgun 


A 14-year-old boy was caught carrying a sawn- 
off shotgun for a gangster because his mum did¬ 
n't give him enough pocket money, a court 
heard. 

The teenager hid the 24-inch weapon and am¬ 
munition under a black cab in Westminster as 
he was being chased by police on June 8. 

The boy, from Notting Hill, who was eventu¬ 
ally found hiding behind a tree in a garden was 
spared jail at Hammersmith Youth Court on 
Thursday (August 18). 

He told the court someone had given him the 
gun to pass on and he wanted the money. 

Arlene De Silva, prosecuting, told the court 
the defendant had been carrying a black hold- 
all when he was spotted by a policeman. 

Ms De Silva said: “He was questioned about 
the bag he was carrying. He denied he was with 
anyone and he also denied he was carrying the 
bag. 

“Further officers arrived and searched the 
area. They looked under a black cab and saw the 
hold-all he was carrying.” 

One of the officers collected the bag and ap¬ 
proached the teenager, who fled the scene. 

One of the officers gave chase while the other 
searched the bag and found the sawn-off shot¬ 
gun and cartridges, Ms De Silva added. 

The youth was eventually found hiding behind 
a tree in a nearby garden. Officers searched him 
and found he had a face cover and a black glove. 

They arrested and cautioned him for posses¬ 
sion of the weapon and the cartridges. 

The gun was in working condition but the car¬ 
tridges had “deteriorated” and were unlikely to 
have worked, it was said. 

Asked by Judge Margot Coleman to explain 
his actions, the boy said: “The reason I did this 
was because I didn’t need the money, but I 
wanted it. I wanted the money because some¬ 
times my mum isn’t able to give me some.” 

He said he was going to pass the gun to some¬ 
one else, adding: “I am not sure where they 
were going to take it.” 


The teenager, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, was handed a one-year community 
order and an electronic tag, with a curfew of 
7pm to 7am. 

The boy, wearing a grey and red Nike hoodie, 
a blue t-shirt jeans and Nike trainers, sat in the 
well of the courtroom between his parents, look¬ 
ing relieved as he was sentenced. 

He appeared nervous throughout the hearing 
and sat with his head bowed, staring at his feet 
and clutching his hands. 

Judge Coleman said: “He is clearly associating 
with people he shouldn’t be associating with. 
Whether it is formal membership of a gang or 
not, he is running with the wrong crowd.” 

Speaking to the boy she added: “If you were an 
adult you would be going to prison today for two 
to three years for this. 

“I accept that a loaded firearm is more danger¬ 
ous than an unloaded one. Nonetheless, it 
wasn’t an imitation firearm, it was a real one 
and there was absolutely no lawful purpose of 
having that whatsoever. 

“I don’t know what has happened to you. You 
are privileged, you have got a mother and father 
who are both committed to you. 

“Not a lot of young people come here with a 
mother and father who care about them. You 
have a lot of love and support. 

“You are at the top end of trouble. This is not 
having a bit of cannabis, or breaking into cars. 
This is top end, heavy heavy offending.” 

In mitigation, Nicola Saunders, defending, 
said his father was also trying to move him to 
another part of London. 

She added: “He has made some incredibly bad 
choices in the past year and he is aware of that.” 

The teenager was also facing a charge of affray 
from July this year, but it was discontinued by 
the CPS earlier this month. 

He was also facing two charges of possession 
with intent to supply crack cocaine and heroin, 
and a charge of assault by beating, dating back 
from February. All three were discontinued. 
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Night tube service could push up rents 
for properties in end-of-line locations 


LONDONERS who live at the end of Under¬ 
ground lines could face rent increases follow¬ 
ing the long-awaited launch of the Night 
Tube. 

Letting agents have warned that they expect 
to see prices rise around stations that are part 
of the new 24-hour service. 

The Night Tube finally went ‘live’ on Friday, 
with trains operating on the Central and Vic¬ 
toria lines. Services will also be extended on 
the Jubilee, Northern and Piccadilly lines 
later in the autumn. 


But the Association of Residential Lettings 
Agents says the transport boost may come at 
a price for renters. 

Nik Madan, the association’s president, 
said: “It could be a double-edged sword for 
some parts of London. 

“Transport links are a major player in influ¬ 
encing demand and in turn rent costs - so as 
end-of-the-line areas become better connected 
there is a chance we will see prices rise.” 

Around a quarter of ARLA members based 
in London and the South East said they ex¬ 


pected to see some rent increases around tube 
stations that were connected to the 24-hour 
service. 

Mr Madan also suggested end-of-the-line lo¬ 
cations were likely to become popular haunts 
for people working in London’s nightlife sec¬ 
tor and tourism trade. 

Transport for London launched eight new 
24-hour bus services running on Friday and 
Saturday nights to complement the Night 
Tube last week. 

Passenger numbers on London’s night bus 


network have more than doubled since 2000, 
with 123 routes operating overnight. 

Mike Weston, TfL’s director of buses, said: 
“These additional 24-hour bus services will 
enhance our London-wide, night time bus net¬ 
work and complement the Night Tube, mak¬ 
ing it easier for our customers to get home in 
the early hours of the morning. 

“This will enable customers to make the 
most of London at night and will in turn help 
to boost the capital’s vibrant and growing 
night time economy.” 


Hollywood A-lister

Best drivers 

NEW research has re¬ 
vealed a growing gender 
divide between men and 
women behind the wheel. 

A poll of Londoners indi¬ 
cated that both sexes 
overwhelmingly believe 
they are the better drivers. 

More than 90 per cent of 
men agreed that they 
were a safer pair of hands 
in the driving seat - but a 
similar number of women 
said they were better be¬ 
hind the wheel. 

Men were slightly more 
trusting of their partners, 
according to the survey. It 
revealed that two thirds of 
women would not trust 
their husband or boyfriend 
to drive their car, while 
just over half of men 
would say the same about 
their partners.

A HOMELESS man 
staged a dirty protest by 
smearing excrement on 
doors, cars and windows 
in Chelsea, a court heard. 

James Cumberland, 57, 
is charged with possess¬ 
ing a bag of human fae¬ 
ces with the intention of 
damaging property, as 
well as 18 counts of crimi¬ 
nal damage and failing to 
surrender to police. 

A dental practice and 
doctors’ surgery were 
among the properties tar¬ 
geted between March and 
May this year. 

Mr Cumberland was due 
to appear at Hammer¬ 
smith Magistrates’ Court 
last Monday (August 15) 
but the case was ad¬ 
journed for three weeks. 
The next hearing will take 
place on September 5. 


HOLLYWOOD star 
Robert De Niro has been 
given the green light to 
build a luxury boutique 
hotel in London. 

The Wellington Hotel, 
based in Covent Garden, 
will include 83 guest rooms, 
a spa, a private members’ 
club and two restaurants. 

The renowned actor, fa¬ 
mous for his roles in films 
such as Taxi Driver, Good- 
fellas, Raging Bull and The 
Deer Hunter, was given the 
go ahead by Westminster 
City Council. 

The hotel will be built be¬ 
tween Wellington Street, 
Tavistock Street, Burleigh 
Street and Exeter Street, in 
the heart of London’s West 
End. 

Its neighbours will include 
the Lyceum Theatre - home 
of the Lion King production 
- the London Transport Mu¬ 
seum, the Duchess Theatre 
and the Strand Palace Hotel. 

Construction will involve 
redeveloping six buildings, 
three of which are Grade II- 
listed. 

The development will in¬ 
clude two restaurants - one 
which will cater for up to 150 
diners with an overflow din¬ 
ing room to provide for a 
further 120 guests. 

The second restaurant will 
have room for up to 100 
guests, while the private 
members’ club will provide 
for 64 people, planning doc¬ 
uments reveal. 

There will also be a spa, 
with treatment rooms and a 
swimming pool open to 
hotel guests and non-resi¬ 
dents. 

Arranged around a central 
courtyard conservatory, the 
eight-storey high develop¬ 
ment will also provide office 
space and retail space. 

Mr De Niro, 73, already 
owns The Greenwich Hotel 


in New York, which is regu¬ 
larly visited by Hollywood 
A-listers such as Reese 
Witherspoon and Bradley 
Cooper. 

The Manhattan hotel is op¬ 
erated by Mr De Niro in 
partnership with BD Hotels. 
The London hotel will be 
run by the same set-up. 

The developers are ex¬ 
pected to shell out nearly 
£750,000 in payments under 
a Section 106 agreement, 
which forces them to con¬ 
tribute to the local area. 

Westminster City Council 
is estimated to receive 
£600,000 in a Community In¬ 
frastructure Levy payment, 
while the Mayor of London’s 
office will cash in on 
£126,000 for Crossrail. 

Councillor Robert Davis, 
the council’s deputy leader 
and planning chief, heaped 
praise on the scheme. 

He said: “This is one of the 
finest schemes we have con¬ 
sidered for Covent Garden 
in years. 

“The design is of the high¬ 
est quality and it fits the bill 
as a Covent Garden building 
that meshes the new with 
the old. The hotel will at¬ 
tract visitors from all over 
the world. 

“It will be a brand new des¬ 
tination on the ‘mean 
streets’ of this largely forgot¬ 
ten part of Covent Garden, 
and so I am sure that taxi 
drivers across London will 
soon need to add the 
Wellington Hotel to their A- 
Zs.” 

Planning documents show 
The Lyceum Theatre ex¬ 
pressed concerns about a 
loss of sunlight, and “in¬ 
creased sense of enclosure 
to the offices occupied by 
Disney”. 

But planning officers said 
the application complied 
with guidelines. 


Work is due to start 
next year and the hotel 
is scheduled to open its 
doors in 2019.

HIV tests up 500 per 
cent after Prince 
Harry leads the way 


P RINCE Harry is living up to his unoffi¬ 
cial title as “The Duke of Do-Good” yet 
again, after his recent live HIV test has 
helped to cause a 500 per cent increase in the 
number of people wanting to know their HIV 
status. 

According to Terrence Higgins Trust, 
which conducted the 15-minute test with 
Harry live on Facebook, orders for the self¬ 
testing kit launched during the video rose 
five fold, with an increase from 32 to 150 re¬ 
quests per day. 

The Trust, the UK’s largest HIV and Sexual 
Health charity, welcomed the figures, as cam¬ 
paigners hailed the prince for inspiring 
“groundbreaking moment in the fight 
against HIV.” 

Dr Michael Brady, medical director at Ter¬ 
rence Higgins Trust, said, “We know that one 
in six people living with HIV do not know 
that they have it. 

“Testing puts you in control and, thanks to 
treatment, will stop you from getting seri¬ 
ously ill, enable you to live a normal lifespan 
and prevent you from passing the virus on to 
anyone else. 

“That’s why it’s so important that we con¬ 
tinue looking for new ways to make HIV test¬ 
ing more accessible to those most at risk, and 
why it’s fantastic to see the very tangible and 
immediate impact of Prince Harry’s support 
for HIV testing.” 

The pilot closed after sending 4,750 free HIV 
self-tests to people across the country. Each 
kit would normally cost £29.95. 

Harry has been encouraging people to go 
ahead and get tested to end stigma and shame 
that prevents HIV patients from speaking up 
and seeking support. 

As he took the test, he said in a message: 
“It’s better that everyone goes and gets 
tested. Why wouldn’t you? Whether you’re a 
man, woman, gay, straight, black, white, 
whatever, even ginger, why wouldn’t you 
come and have a test?” 

In 2014, Harry launched the Feel No Shame 
campaign on the World AIDS Day, which ap¬ 
pealed to people to share their own secrets on 


social media. The campaign was supported 
by a host of celebrities including Nicole 
Scherzinger, Gemma Arterton, Paloma Faith 
and Ricky Hatton. 

The latest data from Public Health England 
shows in 2014 there were an estimated 103,700 
people living with the disease in the UK, with 
17 per cent of these not aware of their HIV in¬ 
fection. 

In 2014 almost 85,500 people were accessing 
HIV treatment and care, more than double 
the number (41,157) in 2004, and a 5 per cent 
increase on 2013. 

Prince Harry continued his mother 
Princess Diana's legacy last month when he 
joined Sir Elton John at an Aids conference 
in South Africa as he took his campaign to 
raise awareness about HIV to the interna¬ 
tional stage. 

END TO STIGMA 

In an address calling for an end to any 
stigma attached to HIV, he said: “It is time for 
us to step up to make sure no young person 
feels any shame in asking for an HIV test.” 

He added: “It is time for us to step up to 
make sure that girls and boys with HIV aren't 
kept from playing with their friends, class¬ 
mates, and neighbours. It is time for us to 
step up and acknowledge that stigma and dis¬ 
crimination still act as the greatest barrier to 
us defeating this disease once and for all.” 

Meanwhile, the Duke of Do-Good may be off 
to Australia for the 2018 Invictus Games, his 
acclaimed sporting event for wounded, in¬ 
jured and sick Servicemen and women. 

Next year’s Invictus Games are to be held 
in Toronto and Queensland is bidding to host 
the Games after that. 

Gold Coast Mayor Tom Tate is so keen to 
win the honour of hosting the Games that he 
has even offering Harry a room for their du¬ 
ration. 

“Prince Harry is welcome to stay at my 
place,” said Mayor Tate. 

New South Wales is bidding against 
Queensland to win the bid but Mayor Tate 
says the Gold Coast has the upper hand as 
the Commonwealth Games are due to be in 


Queensland a few months before the 2018 In¬ 
victus Games. 

“Our infrastructure will be ready we just 
have to tweak it so that the connectivity is 
better for our soldiers with disabilities,” said 
the mayor. 

“There would be no issue hosting two major 
sporting events in one year, so bring it on.” 

Queenland’s Major Events Minister Kate 
Jones added: “From a tourism prospective, 
having Prince Harry talking up our wonder¬ 
ful beaches and location would be priceless. 

“We will find out if we have secured the 
event by the end of September. We are very 
confident that we can lure Prince Harry to 
the Gold Coast.” 

London hosted the first Invictus Games in 
2014, with Orlando, Florida following this 
year. The 2017 games in Toronto will include 
600 athletes from 16 countries competing in 
12 sporting competitions. One new sport 
being added is sledge hockey. 

Besides helping wounded ex-Servicemen 
and HIV patients, and campaigning for 
greater understanding of mental health is¬ 
sues, the Duke of Do-Good is continuing to 
set a great example with his conservation 
projects. 

After spending last summer in South 
Africa, Prince Harry has returned there to 
work on the frontlines of animal conserva¬ 
tion concerns in the region. 

One project to get his support is African 
Park’s “500 elephants” scheme to move 500 
elephants to a wildlife reserve in central 
Malawi, to assist in repopulating the ele¬ 
phant population in the area and beat the 
poachers who have put the elephant popula¬ 
tion into a steady decline. 

The elephants will be moved from two 
parks: Liwonde and Majete to Nkhotakota. 
The 500 elephants will be moved in stages 
after roads in the parks have been con¬ 
structed to bear the ten 30-ton trucks that will 
make the 300-mile mercy trip to the new 
40,000-acre fenced-in sanctuary in Nkho¬ 
takota Park. 


Castaway Kate? 

IS the BBC lining up a big royal scoop, aiming 
to get the Duchess of Cambridge as the cast¬ 
away on Desert Island Discs? 

A little bird is doing the rounds saying that 
Kate is top of the wish-list of super-guests for 
the iconic Radio 4 show. Apparently, Prince 
Harry is also on the list. 

We hear that the BBC would like to land Kate 
as Kirsty Young's extra-special guest for a 
Christmas edition of the show. 

Clearly, landing the Duchess would be a 
massive coup for Desert Island Discs and it 
would likely treble the show's UK audience to 
around 10 million - and many more abroad - 
as Kate's huge number of fans tune in to hear 
whether she would pick The Bodyrockers'l 
Like The Way You Move, said to be her and 
William's favourite song, as one of her eight 
tracks. 

Although there may be fears that even the 
relatively-gentle questioning of Desert Island 
Discs could be too prying, it is understood 
that following her recent interviews for TV 
documentaries to mark The Queen's 90th 
birthday and her increasing number of videos 
and podcasts for her mental health charity 
causes, Kate could handle this. 

From the BBC's perspective, besides provid¬ 
ing a big boost in the listenership and a 
tremendous talk-up in speculation leading up 
to the broadcast - what would be her luxury 
item, a photograph of her family? - it would 
also help right an imbalance which has re¬ 
cently seen a lot of the TV access to the royals 
given to rivals ITV, which won the rights to The 
Prince's Trust anniversary special with Ant and 
Dec and stole the scoop for Her Majesty's 90th 
birthday celebrations at Windsor Home Park. 

There is also much precedent for a royal to 
be a guest on the programme. Princess 
Michael of Kent appeared on the show in 1984 
(her luxury was a cat), the Duchess of Kent 
was on in 1989 (favourite book, a DIY manual), 
and other royals and aristos have included: 

The Queen's cousin Margaret Rhodes, Lord 
David Cobbold, the late Duke of Westminster, 
the Marchioness of Tavistock, David Linley, the 
Duke and Duchess of Devonshire and Princess 
Grace of Monaco. 

The royal best that the 74-year-old pro¬ 
gramme has achieved to date was the late 
Princess Margaret, who was a guest in 1981 
and who chose Tchaikovsky's Swan Lake as 
her favourite track, War and Peace as her book 
and a piano as her luxury. 

But Castaway Kate would top them all.

Out goes the sweet and summery 
chill, replaced by a more intense brand of 
soul infused with Kiwanuka’s poignant and 
confessional lyrics. 

Running at close to an hour in length, 
the album portrays an artist burrowing 
deep into his own mind and confronting 
the insecurities he’s saddled with. 

Songs like Father’s Child, Place I Belong 
and this summer’s radio mainstay Black 
Man in a White World, are indicative of the 
struggle for identity and individuality in a con¬ 
fused society, while the heart-breaking closer The 
Final Frame lays Kiwanuka bare. 

The singer has previously spoken of his tempta¬ 
tion to give up music after going through a cre¬ 
ative dry spell following the acclaim for his 
debut. 

But he says it was that determination to dig 
deeper and face up to those demons that drove 
him on to complete Love & Hate. 

“I was finding it hard to make anything I was 
pleased with or enjoyed, or wanted to show any¬ 
one. I thought maybe I couldn’t do it again, that 
my songs had run out,” he said in a recent inter¬ 
view with music blog Face Culture. 

“Writing with some other people got some other 
parts out of me that I didn’t know were there. 
They pushed me to complete my ideas and not 
give up.” 

The self-effacing Kiwanuka, whose maturity be¬ 


lies his relative 


* inexperience, lists 
W honesty, emotion and 
vulnerability among the 
key elements of a great song. 

And they’re found in abundance on this new 
album, which harks back to the soulful sounds of 
Marvin Gaye and Bill Withers while retaining a 
chart-friendly currency that is sure to make him 
a star. 

On the album’s standout title track, Kiwanuka 
pens the perfect state-of-the-nation anthem, 
wrapped in a pop package destined for the Top 40. 

“You can’t steal the things that God has given 
me; No more pain and no more shame and mis¬ 
ery”, he sings before the prescient line: “Love and 
hate; How much more are we supposed to toler¬ 
ate?” 

Despite its appearance of perfection, Kiwanuka 
says the album was plagued by false starts - and 
at times he doubted whether it would ever be fin¬ 
ished. 



Louis CK

“Love plus time minus distance equals 
hate”, says Louis CK amid a rambling gag 
about the frailty of his previous marriage. 

His argument - that good things don’t last 
forever - is a typical starting point plucked 
from the CK playbook. 

Louis, on the face of it, is bitterness per¬ 
sonified. His act is a gushing, confessional 
exhalation - a release of the accumulated 
insecurities and embarrassments of a 48- 
year-old single father living in New York. 

Scratching his forehead and sighing (all 
part of the routine), Louis recounts the in¬ 
evitable breakdown of his marriage, and the 
doomed nature of all romantic relationships 
built on false perceptions of how we want to 
see the other person. 


The trick is repeated as he details his own 
hypocritical lethargy when it comes to rail¬ 
ing against the kind of soft-headed moral 
corruption and sloppy principles he decries 
in others. 

While Louis has reached the professional 
zenith of a 20-year career in show business 
- his HBO series Louie has enjoyed rave re¬ 
views, he has appeared in a string of Holly¬ 
wood films including Woody Allen’s Blue 
Jasmine, and his latest venture, a self-pro¬ 
duced mini-series called Horace and Pete, 
was lauded by critics - his style remains 
gloriously glum. 

But don’t be fooled into thinking the bald¬ 
ing, overweight, middle-aged American 
stand-up is no more than a self-pitying 
gloom merchant. 

This performance, despite a long segment 
in which Louis weighs up the merits of sui¬ 
cide, is bizarrely life-affirming.

Crispy mackerel, orange 
and pea shoot salad 

Serves 4 

THIS is a great way to use an excess of 
mackerel after you have grilled or 
barbecued them. The orange segments 
help to cut through the oiliness of the 
fish. 

Ingredients 
For the dressing 

Itbsp cider vinegar 

Juice from the oranges (see below) 

4tbsp rapeseed oil 

For the salad 

Vegetable or corn oil for deep frying 
300-350g mackerel fillet, boned 
100-150g gluten-free self-raising flour 
100ml milk 

2 oranges, peeled and segmented 
(reserve any juice for the dressing) 
50-60g podded weight of peas, cooked 
A few handfuls of pea shoots, washed 
and dried 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Method 

Whisk all of the dressing ingredients 
together and season to taste. 

Preheat about 8cm of oil to 170C in a 
large, thick-bottomed saucepan or fryer. 
Cut the fish into chunks of about 2cm 
square. Season it, then pass through the 
flour, shaking off any excess. Next pass 
through the milk, and then again 
through the flour. Deep-fry for 2-4 
minutes, turning the fish with a slotted 
spoon as it cooks, until crisp and golden. 
Remove from the oil and drain on 
kitchen paper. 

Toss the mackerel, orange, peas and 
pea shoots in a little dressing, and 
season. Arrange on serving plates, then 
spoon over a little more dressing over 
the top. Serve.

The feel of a local with the 
taste of a great restaurant 


T HE Brook Green Hotel has 
achieved a major coup this 
year. The establishment, 
which is tucked neatly into the 
leafy area of Brook Green, has 
managed to harness the cosy feel of 
a local pub and perfectly mould it 
with a range of cuisine so beauti¬ 
fully prepared and presented you 
would think you are in a smart 
restaurant, writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

Reopened after an extensive re¬ 
furbishment, the proper old En¬ 
glish pub has all of the warmth and 
atmosphere of your local, but offers 
an extensive and really quite 
exquisite a la carte menu. 

My companion and I tried to gain 
a good grasp of the menu by choos¬ 
ing a wide variety of dishes and 
started by sharing confit of Gress- 
ingham duck (in a filo roll, with fig 
ketchup, celeriac and apple re- 
moulade, £6.50) and grilled hal- 
loumi (with salad, quinoa, roasted 
fennel, honey parsnip, cos, golden 
beetroot, pomegranate and tomato 
salsa, £7.50). The duck was plentiful 
and succulent, with not too much 
pastry and the accompaniments 
gave a good mix of tastes. The hal- 
loumi was given a lovely freshness 
from the fruity salad, which offset 
the bitterness of the chargrilled ef¬ 
fect really well. 

We chose two very substantial 
dishes for our mains with a fried 
Scottish hake (with butternut 
squash and saffron puree, spring 
greens, treacle and stout bacon, 
£13.50), which was a bold mix of full 
flavours and treacle and stout Din- 
gley Dell pork collar (with braised 
red cabbage, celeriac puree, Cor¬ 
nish mids and Bramley apple 
sauce, £12.50). The pork collar felt 
a little more like pub grub, but only 


because of its warming and com¬ 
forting essence. We coupled these 
meaty delights with some sweet 
potato fries (£3.50) but needn’t 
have, as the plates of fulsome fare 
were plenty. 

On a mission to fill our ever ex¬ 
panding stomachs, we thought it 
might seem rude not to at least 
sample a couple of treats from the 
dessert menu and so ‘plumped’ for 
a slice of raspberry and white 
chocolate cheesecake with rasp¬ 
berry ripple ice cream and rose 
meringues (£6) and chocolate fon¬ 
dant, with chocolate mousse, very 
vanilla ice cream and raspberry 
coulee (£6). 

Other diners looked on in awe as 
the delectable dishes were care¬ 
fully placed on the table in front of 
us. The cheesecake was very much 
for those with a sweet tooth, but 
the fresh raspberries gave a little 
tang to help make the ultra surgery 
offering more palatable. The choco¬ 
late fondant, on the other hand, 
provided the perfect blend of 
flavours, with the rich cocoa ele¬ 
gantly matched by the mousse and 
coulee. We washed our meal down 
with a fruity and peppery Bodega 
Norton Porteno Malbec (£23) and 
had enjoyed the service and gen¬ 
eral ambience to such an extent, 
that we then retired to the bar area 
to continue our evening. 

The Brook Green Hotel also has a 
buzzing cocktail bar in the base¬ 
ment, which has weekly live music 
nights and 17 stylish boutique bed¬ 
rooms upstairs. 

It’s well worth a visit and a place 
that I am planning to make a regu¬ 
lar haunt.

TREKKIES from across the UK are set to de¬ 
scend on the Southbank in October as the 
BFI celebrates the 50th anniversary of the 
cult television series with a visit from one 
of the original cast members. 

Nichelle Nichols, who played Lieutenant 
Uhura in the original Star Trek TV series, 
pictured, will join fans to pay tribute to the 
sci-fi phenomenon - in all its incarnations - 
and mark the anniversary of Gene Rodden- 
berry’s original TV series on October 1 

Nichols is a true pioneer, having made 
strides for black representation in the 
media as Lieutenant Nyota Uhura, recog¬ 
nised as one of the first black characters to 
be featured on a US television series in a 
positive leading role. 

Civil rights leader Martin Luther King, Jr. 
noted the significance of her role and per¬ 
sonally applauded her work on the show. 
The legendary inter-racial kiss between 
Uhura and Captain Kirk was the first on US 
network TV and was seen as groundbreak¬ 
ing being greeted with both praise and 
protest. 

This event heralds the BFI’s autumn 
blockbuster, Black Star, which looks at the 
nature of black stardom on screen, and is 
also a prequel to the 2017 BFI/Radio Times 
Television Festival at BFI Southbank. 

Nichols has been cited as an inspiration 
for fellow black star Whoopi Goldberg, who 
asked for a role on Star Trek: The Next Gen¬ 
eration. 

Former NASA astronaut Mae Jemison 
also appeared on the show and has spoken 
of Nichols as an influence on her career. 
Nichols worked with NASA, following the 
end of the series, in a special project to in¬ 



crease NASA’s recruitment among women 
and minority ethnic communities. 

Today Star Trek’s legacy lives on with the 
release of Star Trek Beyond (Justin Lin, 
2016), the latest instalment in the fran¬ 
chise’s film reboot (which JJ Abrams 
kicked off in 2009) and the hotly anticipated 
new TV series, Star Trek: Discovery, which 
debuts next year. 

To celebrate the anniversary, CBS Action 
will present The Nation’s Favourite Star 
Trek: The Original Series Episode , a count¬ 
down of the 20 most popular Star Trek 
episodes, as voted for by the viewers, 
throughout the weekend of September 3 and 4. 

Gene Roddenberry’s vision of a multi¬ 
racial, multi-ethnic crew, coupled with an 
optimistic view of the future, helped fuel 
the show’s global success and it is notable 
that 50 years on that original series still res¬ 
onates with modern audiences.

SOW THE SEEDS OF LOVE 
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A S one of the British entertainment in¬ 
dustry’s rising stars, Matthew Lewis’ 
career is very much on the ascent. 

His numerous successes on both the big and 
small screen have made the actor a household 
name. He returns to the London stage next 
month in a new play entitled Unfaithful and 
promises to show his scores of fans a very 
different side, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

At just 27 Lewis has already enjoyed an 
illustrious career and has the fickle world of 
show business, well and truly at his feet. Best 
known for his portrayal of geek-turned-hero 
Neville Longbottom in the blockbuster Harry 
Potter film franchise, his acting career 
started at the tender age of five, with minor 
roles in television shows before getting his 
big break in the film adaptation of JK Rowl¬ 
ing’s Harry Potter and the Philosopher’s 
Stone. Lewis played a pivotal role in all eight 
films, something that gave the young actor a 
wealth of experience and the opportunity to 
work with some of Britain’s most distin¬ 
guished actors, including Dame Maggie Smith 
and Sir Michael Gambon. 

More recently the performer, who is origi¬ 
nally from Leeds, has found further success 
on the small screen in the BBC drama series 
Ripper Street, as well as starring alongside 
Game of Thrones star Emilia Clarke in the 
romantic movie, Me Before You. 

Matthew took a break from rehearsing his 
new play Unfaithful to tell me a bit about the 
production, which is to be presented at one of 
London’s trendiest performance spaces, 

Found 111 on Charing Cross Road. I asked 
Matthew to tell me about the concept 
behind the show, which is a window 
into the complicated world of rela¬ 
tionships. 

He said: “It’s a question we’ve 
been asking each other over 
the last few weeks. What is 
this play? It’s something that 
is very deep. There are a lot of 
themes running throughout 
it, that we are all trying to get 
to the bottom of really. 

“I guess if I were to try to sum it 
up, I’d say it’s about relationships; 
some in their infancy and some that 
have been going on for decades and it’s how 
people communicate in these relationships. 
It’s about the characters that we play in life 
and the facades that we put on. It’s about try¬ 
ing to have a connection with somebody, 
where we can be allowed to be 
ourselves, if only for a moment and what that 
requires.” 

Written by Owen McCafferty, Unfaithful 
also stars Sean Campion, Niamh Cusack and 
Ruta Gedmintas and it sets out to pose the 
question of what it means to be lovers. 

“Owen has written a really honest play, 
with all the characters and all the situations, 
relatable in some way. Everyone who comes 
in, no matter from which walk of life, will see 
something in this play or one of the charac¬ 
ters in one of the scenarios and go wow, that’s 
me!” said Matthew. 

His character is a far cry from the cute and 
innocent wizard, which he is most famous for 
portraying in the Harry Potter Films. 

“I play Peter and he is a male escort. I have 
an illusion of freedom over my life, that al¬ 
lows me to do what I want. Being an escort is 
the kind of thing that other people may

frown on, or scoff at, 
but it allows me a level of 
freedom that they don’t 
have and it makes me special. I 
guess what we look at with Peter, is how 
much of that is a front? How much of that is 
a character that he must wear? Is there a 
piece of him he has to keep hidden or else 
he gets lost and that’s what we’re explor¬ 
ing? Can you be an escort while still main¬ 
taining a personal, private relationship? 
There are lots of things that come with 
that.” 

The play attempts to depict the full roller¬ 
coaster of human emotions but in a setting 
filled with black humour. 

Matthew said: “I would be reluctant to say 
comedy, but I would say that it’s darkly 
comic if that makes sense? 

“There’s a difference, because as with real 
life and reality there is a lot of humour 
there and it’s written in such a way, that it’s 
impossible for it not to be funny.” 

Matthew last appeared on the London 
stage in 2012, when he made his West End 
debut alongside Arthur Darvill and Lau¬ 
rence Fox in Our Boys at the Duchess The¬ 
atre. It’s a close-knit world, which the actor 
is very much looking forward to getting 
back to. 


“I’m very excited to put this one on. I’m 
intrigued to see what people will make of it. 
Because of its honesty they may find it un¬ 
comfortable and not because they hate it, 
but because it will just resonate with peo¬ 
ple. 

“Its good to be rehearsing in the West End 
and feel that buzz and that energy again. 

It’s really a club and once you’re in you’re 
in. It feels very family like.” 

The performance space on Charing Cross 
Road has become something of cult venue 
for new and emerging work, having scored 
huge success recently with The Dazzle and 
Bug. The intimacy of the 100-seat venue 
poses a very different challenge. 

Matthew laughs and tells me: “It’s very in¬ 
timate. When I came here about month ago 
for the press photos it was my first time and 
I thought it was literally just a run down, 
almost derelict building, but there’s actu¬ 
ally a warmth to it. I think it, sort of, takes 
on the life of the people who are in here. 
Since we’ve been here for the last week, it 
doesn’t feel derelict at all. It doesn’t feel 
abandoned. It feels full of life and I’ve been 
led to believe that on a theatre night there’s 
an electricity and a buzz here that you don’t 
normally get. 

“It’s like we’re all in this weird building 


experiencing something unique and special 
and I think each night will feel like it’s one 
little thing that’s been shared amongst just 
a hundred people and no one else. 

“The space suits this play because of its 
rawness and its reality. I think it feels very 
much like you’re a fly on the wall. 

“It’s like you’re a part of this - like that 
uncomfortable bystander on a tube platform 
- while someone’s arguing next to you. We 
get a real window into these people’s lives, 
which I think is perfect for this venue.” 

I couldn’t finish our interview without 
asking Matthew about Harry Potter and the 
Cursed Child, the eighth instalment in the 
saga (there were seven books, but eight 
films), which is being presented at the 
Palace Theatre just around the corner and 
is, without doubt, one the biggest theatrical 
events of the decade. 

Matthew said: “I haven’t seen Harry Pot¬ 
ter. I’m going to see it towards the end of 
the year, I think around November time. I 
was going to go last week, but I’ve just been 
too busy, so I think I’m going to wait until 
this dies down, but I’m very excited.”

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Allegro Southwark Playhouse **** 

A FTER two hugely successful and ground¬ 
breaking musicals (Oklahoma and 
Carousel), the writing duo of Richard 
Rogers and Oscar Hammerstein II set out to create 
another innovative work for their third collabora¬ 
tion and so devised a musical about an ordinary 
man facing the difficulties of an increasingly fast 
paced life. 

Entitled Allegro (the Italian musical term for 
fast), the original production opened in 1947 and 
ran for just nine months on Broadway, but until 
now, has never been performed profession¬ 
ally in Europe, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Allegro received its UK premiere at * 
Southwark Playhouse last week and ^ 
proved to be a beautifully presented 
and performed piece of theatre, 
with a classic, wholesome story 
made fully relatable, while clev¬ 
erly maintaining a social com¬ 
mentary. 

The story follows Joseph Taylor 
Junior (Gary Tushaw) from the 
day of his birth through four 
decades of his life. The musical 
chronicles his path as he studies to be¬ 
come a doctor, marries his childhood 
sweetheart and moves to the city. 

Although he achieves wealth and success, his 
conscience never allows him to become compla¬ 
cent and he is taught the importance of having a 
close-knit family rather than being seduced by the 
attractions of affluence. 

Set minimally to allow the characters to become 
the focus, Thom Southerland’s direction is fluid 
and thrilling and allows the ensemble to be an in¬ 
tricate part of both the staging and the overall 
plot. 

Lee Proud’s wistful choreography further adds 
to the locomotion and keeps a traditional feel to 
the action. The chorus singing is, at times, a little 
overpowering and, for me, the new orchestration 
lack the richness of previous outings with the 
choice to omit the strings resulting in a little less 
magic. However the band under the command of

Dean Austin is excellent. 

Gary Tushaw charms as the softly spoken 
Joseph while Emily Bull as the nouveau riche 
Jennie shows a great depth of character and 
provides a glorious traditional soprano voice to 
top the melodious harmonies. There is also a 
wealth of new talent on display, with a number 
of young actors being given a chance at a first 
step on the roundabout of show business, as 
Samuel Thomas, Benjamin Purkiss and 
Matthew McDonald all impress in their profes¬ 
sional debuts. 

Allegro doesn’t pack the same punch as some 
of the more famous Rogers and Hammerstein 
collaborative classics, but is a wonderfully con¬ 


structed morality tale and a must see for musical 
theatre devotees. 

Allegro is playing at Southwark Playhouse until 
September 10.

Middlesex edge closer

■ MIDDLESEX completed their 
expected rout of Durham last week 
to edge closer to their first County 
Championship title in 23 years. 

They took command of the 
Specsavers CC1 match on day one at 
Lord's, where the visitors were bowled 
out cheaply for just 204. 

It was the cue for Middlesex to run 
riot and they did just that to win 
emphatically by an innings and 
88 runs. 

Nick Compton re-emerged from the 
doldrums and international exclusion 
to hit 131 - his first century for 11 
months-which included 14fours 
before being bowled by Graham 
Onions an agonising one short of 1,000 
Championship runs for the summer. 

He and Nick Gubbins put on 247 for 
the second wicket partnership. In fact, 
Gubbins did even better, scoring 145 
runs, 19 fours and a six.Toby Roland- 
Jones (66) and James Franklin (56 not 
out) were the next best batsmen for a 
rampant Middlesex side that 
accelerated to 536-9 before declaring. 

Having impressed with bowling 
figures of 4-17 in less than nine overs in 
the first innings, Ollie Rayner added to 
Durham's distress with 5-85 second 
time around, as the visitors crumbled 
to 252. 

After taking 22 points from this 
match, Middlesex must wait until next 
Wednesday (Aug 31) before resuming 
their title challenge, when they face 
Warwickshire at Edgbaston.

“Or at the end of the Watford match, when we changed 
to a 4-4-2 formation, I shouted to the wingers to stay 
wide, but it is not easy. It’s important to support the 
players and I know that sometimes they hear me, and 
sometimes they choose not to hear. 

“It is important to read the game and the situation. 
Usually when you are watching the game you look at 
the ball. I look at the ball too but also the position of the 
defender, goalkeeper. Sometimes it’s difficult for a 
player to look, so I might suggest where he should go.” 

It’s no secret that Conte and his management team got 
the squad as fit as humanly possible in pre-season and 
the ability to be as fresh after 89 minutes as at the first 
contributed to the last-minute winners scored by Costa. 

And goalkeeper Courtois confirms that is the case. He 
said: “We did a lot of physical work in pre-season and it 
means the players are ready to fight to the last minute 
for victories. 

“In the Watford game and West Ham match as well, 
maybe we were able to run more at a high intensity 
until the end of the game. 


“It’s important to be able to do that in the Premier 
League, it is an extra quality to have. You see at the end 
of matches that teams have gaps because they can’t 
cope with all the running.

“It also usually means you are at the top of the table. 
I’m not saying we are going to be champions yet but 
these victories mean that you can be there fighting for 
the title. 

“If you want to win the League, it starts with winning 
difficult games like we did at Watford. We showed 
some great character.” 

Courtois is confident this season could see Chelsea 
back to their best. 

“It’s very nice to be in the top four again, even though 
it has been just two games,” he said. “It also means we 


are not playing catch-up to Manchester United or 
Manchester City early on.” 

While Costa is justly taking all the plaudits, his 
striking partner, new-boy Michy Basthuayi, has done 
his bit too. 

Batshuayi, a Belgium team-mate of Courtois, is a 
£33m summer signing from Marseille, and the keeper 
has only good things to say about the striker who came 
off the bench at Vicarage Road and snapped up a 
poacher’s goal to level the scores at 1-1. 

“It’s very good for him, I’m happy for him,” said 
Courtois. “Obviously he has to have a bit of patience 
with a top striker like Diego in front of him. 

“But if he comes on and keeps making the difference 
like this, he makes it hard for the coach (to leave him 
out). 

“Each time he came on he’s been sharp, he was there 
in the right place and was a real danger. He scored 
against Watford and hit the crossbar as well. It’s a sign 
that he’s ready and wants to score, that he can be in the 
first XI as well.”

Chelsea are looking to offer Italian giants Juventus 
£25million for Croatia international Mandzukic. 

Part of the deal could be a sweetener in the form of 
letting winger Juan Cuadrado stay at Juve for another 
season for a £1.7m loan fee, before allowing him to 
sign a permanent deal in Italy for close to £19m. 

Juve president Giuseppe Marotta said: “I hope that 
over the next few days we can conclude the Cuadrado 
deal. For now he is a Chelsea player. We presented a 
proposal to them and are waiting for a response, but 
we are optimistic.”

Focus on Craven Cottage

No laughing matter for Joka 


R YAN Sessegnon came off the bench to 
help earn Fulham a point at home to 
Cardiff City on Saturday - four days 
after making his full League debut in the 
draw at Leeds aged just 16 years and 88 
days. 

The question all Whites fans are pondering is: 
how long can the club hold on to the teenage 
left-back who is attracting interest from Premier 
League clubs? 

Tottenham, Arsenal, Liverpool, Manchester 
City and Manchester United are all reported to 
be monitoring the talented defender whom 
Fulham value at around £8m. 

The Wandsworth-born England Under-17 
international made his first team debut for 
Fulham against Leyton Orient in the League 
Cup the previous week. 

Sessegnon - born May 18, 2000 - joined 
Fulham at under-nine level and he was a regular 
for the club's under-18 side last season at the 
age of 15. 

On Saturday, he came on to replace the 
injured Floyd Ayite in the 41 st minute and three 
minutes later gave Whites the lead with a 
scrambled effort from six yards at the Putney 


end after Cardiff had been carved open by 
some right-wing trickery from Sone Aluko. 

At 16 years and 92 days that not only made 
him the Championship's youngest scorer, but 
also Fulham's. 

Long-range strikes from Joe Ralls and 
Anthony Pilkington put the visitors 2-1 ahead 
with 10 minutes to go but Fulham maintained 
their four-match unbeaten start to the season 
thanks to Kevin McDonald's powerfully struck 
86th minute drive from the edge of the box - a 
timely first goal for the club he joined in the 
summer from Wolves. 

Exceptionally mature 

Afterwards, head coach Slavisa Jokanovic was 
full of praise for another exceptionally mature 
performance from Sessegnon. 

"He can be good for us," he said. "This player is 
a winner. He always want to win the game and 
push to the very end. He's 16 years and three- 
months-old. 

"We need to assess him and help him and I'm 
sure in the future he can be an important part 
of my squad and help us. 

"He can play in different positions but he can 


play at full-back. When we lost Floyd Ayite I 
played him further forward. 

"He is a good project for Fulham," added 
Jokanovic, who says that he is looking to 
strengthen his squad before the transfer 
window closes at the end of the month. 

The recent £12m sale of main striker Ross 
McCormack to Aston Villa has left a gap in 
Whites'attacking resources but that is not the 
only area in which Fulham are hoping to 
reinforce. 

"It's not a question of one striker," Jokanovic 
insisted. "We need one centre midfielder as well. 
I believe we need to improve the depth at 
centre-back too." 

But in a radio interview after the 2-2 draw with 
Cardiff,'Joka'sounded far from upbeat about 
Fulham's transfer prospects. He confirmed with 
evident dismay that he has no say in the club's 
transfer policy. 

The Serb told BBC Radio London that Craig 
Kline, a data analyst at Fulham, is ultimately 
responsible for signings. 

"It generally depends on this guy (Kline) who 
is going to sign for us or not," Jokanovic said.

'Diego must be focused on the 
game. I don’t understand that other players, managers 
or press all say bad things about him. 

“The most important thing is the match - it’s 
important to pay attention, because he is an important 
player. He can score a lot of goals and I want him to 
put himself in the game and not to think of other 
situations. Because it’s not good for him, for me, for 
Chelsea or the fans. I think for the English league, this 
is no good.” 

The Italian confirmed that he has already read the 
riot act to the Brazil-born Spain striker whom many 
considered fortunate not to have been sent-off in both 
league matches. 

“Yes, I have spoken to him, I try to speak to all my 
players, all together and individually, and it’s 
important to have these relations,” Conte said. “But 
when I speak to them, I keep it between ourselves.” 

Conte, 50, is a man who tells it like it is, whether the 
players like it or not. He’s not one to fudge an issue or 
court favouritism. 

Having hugged every player off the pitch after the 
dramatic late win that propelled Blues into fourth place 
in the Premier League (only goal-difference keeps 
them off top spot behind the two Manchester sides and 
Hull City), he explained his relationship with the 
players is based on mutual respect and honesty. 

“My experience as a player tells me that there are 
times when a player might need a hug or a kick up the 
backside,” he said. “But I think it’s important to create 
the right feeling. I need my staff to give them 110 pet 
cent in our work every day. For this reason I also ask 
this from my players, but it’s important to create a 
good relationship. 

“I like always to tell the truth, bad or good, because 
when the football is over and I face the player in othei 
situations, it’s important to be able to look them in the 
eyes.” 

Looking them in the eye is one way ol 
communicating with his players but on match days it’s 
the wild gesticulations, whirling arms, pointing fingers 
and shouting from the dugout, that his team and the 
fans are becoming accustomed to seeing. 

“Usually when my team play, I play with them,” 
Conte confessed. “I try in every moment to suggest (to 
them) the right pass or position to be in. It’s important, 
for example, sometimes when the ball is in open play 
on one side, for the players to push out and to change 
sides.
